At‘ meeting’ of the Kojunsha Clu 
Mr. Toyoji Wada, managing: director of 
the Fuji Spinning -M+} Company, spoke 
on his impressions of China during hia 
recent trip there. He said: ~ . 

“When I first went to China in 1894 
and ngain in 1893 to study the textile 
industry and to d’scover a means to open 
a market: for our. cotton fabrics - in 
China, I learned that there, were. in 
operation in: that country at the: time 
only: 100,000 spindles. . “‘Twenty-odd years 
later there are 1,290,000 sp‘ridies. “My 
lust trip: was-thé third one. The textilo 
industry in Shanghai and Wuchang is 
Tun ow, large scale system, while. others 
also are gradually developing.’ ¥4. under 
sound guidance the Chinese spinning in- 
dustry has a vast future; moreover, Ching, 
has the advantage of her own cotton 
products, which have reached 7,000,000 
prculs a. year. The development of 
colten cultivation: may be seen in “the 
changing of the opium ‘fields in- Shensi 
to cotton fields, and, although the pro- 
duet this year only amounted to 200,000 
piculs, in view of the high market prico 
in Anierican cotton, the next harvest 
in all probability will amount to about 
400,000 piculs. In the other provinces, 
too, the same trend may be noticed. With 
a domestic supply, one can imagine tho 
future of the textile industry if developed 
with - efficiency. ‘ 

“This ‘situation demands the sound 
consideration of .our manufacturers. 
From a certain souree, I have heard 
of a group of Japanese making move- 
ments-tu promote a 20,000,009 yen textile 
factory in China, and this { consider a 
capital idea and hope for its early 
realization, 7 . 

“ Another fact which surprised me was 
the marked strides-made-by the Japatiese 
in that country. The present need in 
China is the-extension. of its railways, 
which is one of the important meang of 
developing, China, like the United States 
in the early forties. . The Peking-Hankow 
Railway, Jaid under French cap. 4, is 
taken most advantage: of by Japanese, 
therefore it does not matter what ngtion 
lends China capital. Japan need not bé 
envious of. devise means: of blocking 
‘deals; on the other hand, ‘such loans 
ought to be welcomed and promoted. The 
extensions of the railroad-system in 
China must be accomplished as early as 
possible.”"—Japan Aduertiser.

OPIUM PROHIBITION 
CONFERENCE. 


PRINCIPAL RESOLUTIONS. 


Bince the 10th instant’ the National 
Opium Prohibition Conference has been 
meeting daily to discuss the important 
question of finally extirpating the-opium 
evil in China. Among the many -resolu- 
tions passed by the Conference, the fol-

THE NEW FOOD REGULATIONS. 


_ (oy TAN MaLoonM, MF] + 


wore urged to devise some scheme for the 
co-ordination, of all: efforts, whether col- 
lective or individual, for supplying food 
and comforts to our prisoners in. Ger- 
many. ok 0 : . 
‘It’ waa even thei: obvious that, consid- 
ering the number of our imprisoned, re- 
latives and friends, far too mu 
was leaving this country for, Germany. 
and that a great deal of money was being 
wasted ‘in “copsequence. And: oven  60,- 
there was plenty of evidence to show that 
while thousands of our friends. wero get-. 
ting far more food parcels than they. ‘re 
quired, other \thousands . were getting 
none at. all. Knowing, therefore, that 
thero wag imminent danger of starvation 
in so many, eases-[, for one, rejoiced. to. 
read the new regulations recently -iusued’ 
by the War Office. ; ; : 
‘At first sight, these. regulations seemed 
harsh. It seemed unnegessary and ‘ red- 
tapish.” to interfere with the admirable 
organisations “and individual — efforta 
which, during the past. two years, hail. 
managed to supply so Many prisoners 
with food and comforts without ‘which 
they would certainly have died of starve- 
tion, It seomed eeperially hard ‘that 
parents and relatives should bo no longer 
nermitted to pack up, their. home-baked 
aaves and cakes and. send them off to 
dear ones” in captivity across the seas, 
and hopelessly unreasonable that “ adop- 
ters’’—whose weekly parcoly were anxi- 
ously looked forward to-and gratefully 
acknowledged—should now be asked to 
alter the form of their generosity. Tho 
“home-touch,’ the ‘personal — link,’’ 
seemed so -all-im ortant that one felt in- 
atinctively hostile to any official ukase 
which san counter to it, “and: which sub- 
stituted something’ like Socialism. for in- 
dividual effort. : one 
Thus impressed I obtained permission 
to go thoronghly into the whole question 
of the working of these new regulations 
at 4, Thurloe-place, where Sir -8tarr 
Jameson presides over tho varioug de- 
artments. of the Prisoners. of .

I did not approach this subject quite

thousands—literally thousands—of food 
parcels intended for our prisoners of war 
in Germany falling to bits and incapable 
of being forwarded for want. of skilled 
packing. The sight was enough to make 
angels weep. ‘To think that so much self- 
sacrifice had been exercised in humble 
homes to save up bits of dripping, crusts 
of bread, broken cigarettes, and what-not 
in order that theso should reach son or 


-brother or: sweetheart «in Germany, -yet 


packed so badly, albeit by nae hands, 
that in the first rough-and-tumble of the 
post the paper burst, the: string. came 
undone, and the contents of a dozen par- 
cel fell in an inextricable’ jumble upon 
the floor,

Under them every prisoner of war in 
Germany, whether military or civilian, 
will receive three parcels of food and 
comforts per fortnight: enough to “ keep 
him going ” ‘comfortably even’ if the Ger 
mans were not to feed him at all! Bread 
in sufficiency will reach him every week 
from Switzerland'or Denmark; his other 
parcels will ‘vary in contents: but not in 
‘quantity or quality; when he requires 
clothing in addition he will be sent it, 
and if he is an invalid appropriate medi- 
cines and foods will reach him regularly. 

VALUE ‘OF THE FERSONAL LINK. 

Think over this, those of you -who are 
writing daily to Sir Jameson's commit- 
tee and who are saying: “If I can’t 
send what 7 ‘choose to my son or te my 
adopted prisoner, 1 won’t send anything 
at all.’ ‘Think of the hundreds of 

risoners who get no parcels now, who 

ave no relatives and no “ fairy god- 
mothers” to send them parcels; think of 
the prisoner sons and husbands of poor 
folk, whose parcels are perforce so scanty 
that, if they arrive at all, they can hard- 
ly stem the pangs of hunger.

But how well IE know your feeling— 
that you hate ihe ides of giving up your 
Jabour of love of the last.two years and 
handing over care of your prisoner, 
be he husband or zon or brother or friend, 
to the tender mercies of an abstract semi- 
official association. . You feel that you 
are, 28 1t were, snapping a “ tic.”

| OUR MEN IN. CAPTIVITY. | THE ANCRE FORTRESSES. 


INGENIOUS DEFENCES OF. 
DIVION, ° 


Plodding through trenches and over 
the crest of s hill we emorged at last to 
take a first bird’seys view of the new 
territory that has fallen. into’ British 
hands. Straight before us lay the village 
of Beaucourt:. well to. the right of us, 
and. ‘across Aner,’ was. the tiny 
qillegie of. 8t( Pierre Divion,, and away 
to the left the forties: of -Beaumont 
Hamel—one of the most’ important 
British ‘captures -in-all thig great ..Battle 
-of the Bomme.’ 


“Of. all. these. important strongholds 


hardly a stone above ground was -visible.. 


Even . the trees that’ surrounded. the 
villages have been ent’ off short by our 
shells.’ Pass-on down the slopo towards 
these. villages. Better keep.to the old 
trenches as far as possible, for the Boche 
still. sends shells Mong. At. length the 
trenches must be left, for you have coms 
now to the old ‘No Men’s Land’? which 
for two years, and till only. a few, days 
ago, separated Briton and Boche. -. * 
= There are shell fragments everywhere. 
‘British and German. . Here is a-elip ‘ot 
five cartridges ‘and a :cap, But the 
stretcher-bearers have. been along. “You 
cannot be sure as to the rest of story, 
Further along you stop at a.queer little 
round thing made of iron, shaded like 
a lemon, and lying snug: in soft 
earth. Do not poke it with your’ stick. 
It is a hand-grenade, and they have 
violent. habits ‘when «disturbed, Here, 
beyond, .is 2 khaki. handkerchief lying 
on the ground. The initials on its hem 
are. “J. .G.” Twenty yards further ig.a 
pack of cards scattered over the mud 
and chalk rock. The seven of diamonds, 
has a hole drilled through it—a clean 
round hole made by. a buflet. - 
RELICS OF A VILLAGE. : 

Go on past the jumble of trenches and 
barbed wire and craters, You keep look- 
ing forward, as the first . village 
spproaeees, for somo sign of. an end to 
this disorder, some ceasing of crater‘arid 
hummoctk and shell pit and litter of war, 
There ig none, The only difference in the 
village itself is that bricks and stone and 
household goods are now added to ‘this 
vast. wast heap that was ‘once fair fields 
and homes'and human enterprise. : 
: Here a chair leg, scorched at tho end; 
there a piece of a clock, and there~a 
child's drinking mug, labelled im gold as 
“A present from’ Boulogne-on-the-Sea.’’ 
In one space littered with brick, and 
recognizable as a former dwelling only by 
the fact that a cellar. remains under it, 
was’ a country woman’s Sunday capo of 
black’ silk: and sequins of jet, It was, 
neatly now. “But it enveloped now a 
sinister parr Rp top boot ‘of a° Boche, 
all rusty with blood, and part of the foot, 

Multiply “by three this little scene I 
have drawn and you have descriptions of 
the. outward appearance of tho three 
villages of Beaumont Hamel, Beaucourt, 
and St, Pierre Divion._ These’ villages 
are built in the old French manner, 


common in these parte, oyer ‘ boves’”’ or : 


vast. underground caves with many rami- 


fications, “Every: nook end cranny. of |! 


these bovés “was used by the Germans ‘as 
places in. which to hide from our:.storms 
of shell fire. Hoists and. lifts, pulleys 


‘and tackle were ready to lift to the sur-{f 


face in,a moment's time the guns and 
mortars ‘and machine-guns. > : 
A VAST UNDERGROUND FORTRESS. 


Let .us.cross the river by one of the 


little wooden. bridges. that replace the 


stouter’ bridges destroyed by our shell 
fire, and. look-at the little village of St. 
Pierre Divion. Nothing: more innocent 
looking could be imagined. Whence. did 
the Germans put up their great fight for. 
this placa? There seemed nothing, stand- 
ing; nothing left of their front trenches, 
which lie battered, shapeless, . 

But down by tho riverside are four 
curios openings in the hillside. They 
eat 
chasms that form the. biggest under- 
ground fortress taken in this war, Five’ 
hundred yards deep into the. hillside the 
workings go, and then comes a cross’ 
tunnel like the top of o letter T. One 
arm .of this T runs, 200 yards under- 
ground; the other.arm probably does the- 
same. From each arm of these. tunnels 
thore are offshoots containing rooms and 
suites of rooms innumerable.. The whole 
piace was shelter for men and stores and 
arms. ore than this, the tunnel was 
connected by shafté with the upper 
ground, not in the village itself, but on 
the hill crest behind it, Here were more 
German trenches, carefully and strongly 
made, and the passages from the tunnel. 
helow led directly into them. Thus the 
Germans, when attacked in their lower 
trenches down inthe village, had only 
to retire to their eave to be able to get 
to their second line of trenches in a 
commanding position above, whence they 
could: pour down a deadly fire upon 
anyone approaching their old trenches 
below. Looking at the place, you marvel 
that any troops should have proved oqual 
tothe task of taking it. 

Down by the riverside 
dead at tho doors of: their cavern. 
Perhaps they were guards. Inside the 
cavern is every sign of & surprise and a 
hurried departure; half-eaten. slices of 
bread, food on a plato, overcoats hanging 
ona door, top boots unmuddied standing 
together in @ corner. And 2t the points 
on the. hill where the passages from the 
eayern lead into the trenches thoro: aré 
dead Germans, too. There is not much 
doubt that soe quick was the attack on the 
posts, both .above and below, that the 
cavern was isolated, and such men as 
had not left.it were caught in 4 trap. It 
was » case either of surrender or of being 
ore up. The Germans surrendered.—

A MATCH FOR MODERN GUNS..

The forts of Verdua-have 
glorious. a part. in the. defence of ‘that, 
fortress that: the theory of. the: complete 
uselessness of permanent. fortifications, 
prevalent at ‘the. moment. of: the: first 
realization ‘of the power of modarn heavy 
artillery, certainly ‘needs qualification. 
‘kf forts have lost their offensive power, 


and it is generally agreed that big guns : 


are More stcure ‘and serviceable outside 
them’ than under the protection ‘of the 
heaviest . armoured turret, the exact 
position. of which~ must: inevitably be 
known to the enemy, yet the Verdun forts, 
fhave proved themselves invaluable a3 
shelters for men ‘and machine-guns. —. 
The few guns, moreover, that were left 
in them at tho timo of the German offen+ 
3've playett a useful réle, and ‘their de- 
fences resisted the heaviest shell too 
surprising extent. There is a story of'a 
turret sheltering a couple of 76’s, which 
did-- remarkable . execution. among. 
enemy during an assault. The Germans 
rained shelly upon it in the hope of silenc- 
ing the guns, which were holding up: the 
whole of their attack, At last they 
scored a direct hit.- Though the turret 
held good it jammed, and the gung were 
out of: action. Unfortunately for the 
Boches, they were not content with this 
success. hey: went on shelling the 
turret with the utmost vigour until they 
scored another direct hit. Again they 
failed to pierco the arnivur of the turret, 


and the concussion of the shell produced |- 


an undesired and, unexpected effect. It 
secomplished: what the guns’ crews had 
been desperately trying to accomplish for 
themselves, and released the part of the 
machinery that had jammed. The result 
was that the 75’s came into action. again 
and resumed ‘their work of. killing 
Germans. :

A low 
hummock. of mud ina chaos of muddy 
holes, it had retained only the egeential : | 
all the superfinous had been carried away 
by high explosives and shivered in stoms 
into the canth..'On such ground there] 
was no need Of Wire entanglements : there 
was not space between the’ shell. holes 
to give passage way. Vanished was. the 
moat and the drawbridge; the grass of 
the ramparts had long ago been ground 
nto the mud.- All that was left was the 
conerete entrance, which had disgorged a 
pile of old iron and waste metal that 
miade & hideous heap before.it. A great 
pile of sandbags narrowed the doorway to 
keep back the fying shell splinters, and 
as one approached one discovered that 
there were men standing. there watching 
our cumbrous advance with smiles of 
amusement, At first they had been invis- 
ible, since, mudcoated, they had been in-

mud, nor’ did they venture out into the 
open, but kept warily back within reach 
of. cover .ready -to disappear at the first 
warning -note of an upprouching shell.

The passage that led to the undergroune 
galleries was-as bare and unscarred ag 
before the- German assault. It . was 
always..a chilly,-cheerless place, and’ the 
noise of the ventilators that were being 
turned by hand moaned like the wind on 
a mountain peak. There were buge stacks 
of bread beside* the wall, and-a glance
